PARENTS URGED TO REGISTER ONLINE FOR HOT LUNCH ENTITLEMENT 


Parents of Key Stage 1 pupils 
in Northampton are being 
encouraged to register online 
for any free school meals en¬ 
titlement. 

Under new legislation an¬ 
nounced by the Government 
last year, known as Univer¬ 
sal Infant Free School Meals, 
all pupils in reception, Year 1 
and Year 2 across Northamp¬ 
tonshire can receive a free hot 
lunch from September.

meal online. 

Councillor Robin Brown, 
county council cabinet mem¬ 
ber for public health and 
wellbeing, said: “As parents 
turn their attention to buy¬ 
ing new uniforms and school 


shoes ahead of the new term, 
we want them to also think 
about ordering their child’s 
free school meals. 

“This programme is a fan¬ 
tastic opportunity for chil¬ 
dren in Key Stage 1 to benefit 
from a free nutritious, healthy 
lunch at school, while help¬ 
ing families to save money on 
their food bills. 

“Research shows that chil¬ 
dren who receive a hot meal 
at lunchtimes perform better 
in the classroom, while the 
balanced meals provided by 
Nourish will also help to ad¬ 
dress the growing problem 
of childhood obesity, with 
almost 20 per cent of pupils 
being classed as obese by 
the time they leave primary 
school. 

“What’s more, schools that 
can demonstrate a high take- 
up of free school meals can 
benefit from additional Gov¬ 
ernment funding.

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Motorists have been warned to expect delays of up to 30 minutes across Northampton during roadworks for £12 million of road improvement projects in 
the town. The work includes a £6.8 million project at the Gas Street / St Peter’s Way roundabout 

Roadworks will cause 
20-30minute delays 


Motorists in Northampton 
can expect delays of up to 
half-an-hour on journeys this 
autumn due to a number of 
planned roadworks schemes. 
Northamptonshire Coun¬ 
ty Council has announced a 
£12 million series of projects 
which, it says, will support a 
“turbo-charged” investment 
in the town, the biggest in over 
50 years. 

But councillors said the 
works were likely to cause 
significant delays throughout 
the next few months as vari¬ 
ous traffic management meas¬ 
ures are put in place. 

The major works, revealed 
at a county council press con¬ 
ference on Wednesday, will be 
carried out on the Towcester 
Road/Gas Street roundabout 
and at the Round Spinney 
roundabout with the A43. 

Starting on September 15, 
the £6.8 million scheme at 
the Gas Street roundabout is 
expected to cause delays for 


motorists for a year as work 
takes place to create better ac¬ 
cess to the Northampton Wa¬ 
terside Enterprise Zone site 
and to build extra lanes on the 
roundabout. 

The £3.4 million scheme at 
Round Spinney - which will 
extend the roundabout ca¬ 
pacity by 18 per cent and mod¬ 
ernise traffic signals - is also 
planned to start in September 
and last until spring 2015. 

The council’s director for 
Northampton’s highways, 
David Farquhar, said: “There

County mum helps

A life-changing operation for 
cerebral palsy sufferers is set 
to be trialled in the UK thanks 
to a campaign by a Northamp¬ 
tonshire mother. 

In 2010, four-year-old Holly 
Davies was flown to the USA 
for a special treatment known 
as selective dorsal rhizotomy, 
which has virtually helped rid 
her of the mobility-limiting 
condition. 

Her mother Jo, 39, who 
works as an administrator at 
Northampton College, and 
father Jerome, 37, a photog¬ 
rapher, raised more than 
£40,000 to fly their youngest 
daughter across the Atlantic 
for the operation. 

But this week the NHS an¬ 
nounced it will begin to trial 
120 of the operations a year at 
five hospitals across the UK, 
thanks to four years of intense 
lobbying by the Davies family, 
and Daventry MP Chris Hea- 
ton-Harris. 

Mrs Davies, from Daventry, 
said: “It will make such a ma¬ 
jor difference to hundreds of 
children and families to lead 
a more comfortable life. 

“There is nothing worse 


than seeingyour child in pain.” 

The NHS had blocked the 
operation, which loosens tan¬ 
gles of nerves at the base of the 
spine that have been damaged 
in a child who was starved of 
oxygen at birth, saying its 
worth had not been proved. 

But on returning from 


America Mrs Davies said Hol¬ 
ly’s condition improved within 
weeks. 

“Before the operation Hol¬ 
ly could not walk flat-footed,” 
Mrs Davies said. “She could 
not hop, skip or run. She could 
not ride a bike.

there’s no difference between 
her and any other eight-year- 
old now. She would have had 
to use wheelchairs and tri¬ 
pods by her teens.” 

Mrs Davies’s campaign saw 
her team up with hundreds of 
other parents whose children 
had received the pioneering 
treatment. Together with MP 
Mr Heaton-Harris, she met 
top NHS bosses and chair¬ 
man of the National Institute 
for Clinical Excellence (NICE), 
David Haslam, among others, 
who were convinced to run a 
three year trial of the surgery. 

The NHS is set to produce 


a report after the trial and a 
decision will be made as to 
whether to adopt the treat¬ 
ment, first developed more 
than a decade ago, into prac¬ 
tise. It is currently only availa¬ 
ble through private treatment 
in the UK or Unites States, 
which can cost up to £50,000 
in some instances. 

“I have never met anyone 
that has been adversely af¬ 
fected by the treatment,” said 
Mrs Davies, who first found 
out about it watching GMTV. 
“Our kids should be entitled 
to anything that makes their 
life bearable.” 


■ DaventryMP Chris 
Heaton-Harris praised the 
Davies family for their per¬ 
sistence in support of the 
cerebral palsy treatment, 
saying he is sure selective 
dorsal rhizotomy will be 
adopted by the NHS. 

■ “Jo has been amazing,” he 
said.

Joke cigarettes can 
cause cancer claim

Northamptonshire Trading Standards has issued warnings about joke ciga¬ 
rettes on sale 


Fake cigarettes on sale in 
Northamptonshire have been 
found to contain excessive 
amount of chemicals which 
could cause cancer, according 
to a trading standards survey. 
A survey of the practical joke 
toys carried out by Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council’s trad¬ 
ing standards service found 
that more than 10 per cent of 
the items sampled contained 
excessive amounts of restrict¬ 
ed chemicals called phthalates. 

Phthalates are toxic sub¬ 
stances that may be associated 
with causing cancer, deformi¬ 
ties in unborn babies and infer¬ 
tility in men and can be found 
in soft PVC which is common¬ 
ly used in the manufacturing 
of toys. 

Regulations restrict the 
presence of six different types 
of phthalates in relation to 
parts of the toys that children 
could put in their mouths. 

In the worst instance, one of 
the toys was found to have over 
20 g per loog of one of the re¬ 


drawn them from sale pending 
further investigations. 

Cabinet member for Pub¬ 
lic Protection, Strategic In¬ 
frastructure & Economic 
Growth, Councillor Andre 
Gonzalez de Savage, said: “Al¬ 
though these practical joke 
toys are not aimed at children, 
it’s more than likely that chil¬ 
dren will pick them up and play 


with them. 

“The levels of chemicals 
in the items tested were wor- 
ryingly high, in one case 200 
times the permitted legal max¬ 
imum. I’m pleased that trading 
standards were able to take this 
action and ensure they have 
been removed from sale. If an¬ 
yone has purchased these toys 
they should throw them away.”

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Parents have been fined for taking children out of school 


Holidaying parents 

get £3,000 fines 


Parents in Northamptonshire 
who have fallen foul of the 
crackdown on taking children 
out of school during term 
time have been fined a total 
of almost £3,000 in the past 
school year, latest figures 
have shown. 

Since September 2013, when 
the law was changed to force 
local authorities to issue fixed 
penalty notices to families 
who took holiday during the 
school year, Northampton¬ 
shire County Council has is¬ 
sued 73 penalty notices. 

Fines are set at £60 per par¬ 
ent, per child, for each period 
of unauthorised absence. 

The figures for Northamp¬ 
tonshire, revealed after a Free¬ 
dom of Information request, 
showed that in the two years 
before the new laws came in, 
there were no fixed penalty 
notices issued over term-time 
holidays. 

“There were, however, 
four fixed penalty notices is¬ 
sued in 2011-12 and 15 issued 
in 2012-13 by the council for 


other types of unauthorised 
absences. 

In the first six months of 
the 2013-14 school year, there 
were 16 fixed penalty notices 
issued for other unauthorised 
absence and 73 issued for term 
time holiday. The total ofthose 
fines was £2,940. 

The council has had pay¬ 
ment from 49 of those fami¬ 
lies, with 40 yet to pay up. 

In neighbouring Leicester¬ 
shire, there were 284 fines for 
term-time absence during the 
same time period. 

The Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion request also showed the 
number of parents prosecuted 
through magistrates’ courts 
for persistent unauthorised 
absence. 

There were 62 prosecu¬ 
tions in the 2011-12 school 
year. There were 23 in 2012- 
13 and 25 already so far in the 
current year. 

Prosecutions through the 
courts are usually a last re¬ 
sort after measures have been 
taken to encourage persistent 
truants to return to school. 

A Northamptonshire 


County Council spokesman 
explained the local education 
authority’s stance. 

He said: “Since September 
2013, absences in term time 
can only be authorised in ex¬ 
ceptional circumstances, 
but the government has not 
defined what constitutes ‘ex¬ 
ceptional’. 

“As a result, we’ve advised 
schools their attendance pol¬ 
icies need to clearly set out 
what they consider to be ex¬ 
ceptional circumstances for 
granting term time absence. 

“Authorisation remains 
at the discretion of the 
headteacher and governors 
and the council is not part of 
the authorisation process. 

“A decision to consider the 
issue of fixed penalty notices is 
based on information submit¬ 
ted by schools. 

“Our policy is that the issu¬ 
ing of a penalty notice should 
be balanced proportionally 
against the option of a further 
warning notice dependant up¬ 
on the circumstances. 

“An unpaid fine will 
progress to court action.”

Fined for parking in

a reminder from car park 
management company, CP 
Plus, within days, increasing 
the charge to £90. Two weeks 
later, the fine was doubled to 
£180. 

Mr Lay did not contact the 
company because he feared it 


was a scam and that he would 
get hit with even more charg¬ 
es. 

He said: “I have never been 
to Maidstone and you can see 
from the shape of the car in the 
picture that it isn’t mine. 

“You can also see that the 
figures on the number plate 
have been altered. 

“I contacted the police and 
they suggested my number 
plate had been cloned, but 
there wasn’t much they could 
do about it.” 

However, after an enquiry 
from the Chron, CP Plus has 
assured Mr Lay they will with¬ 
draw the charges. 

A spokesman for the com- 
pany said: “CP Plus are a 
long-standing member of the 
British Parking Association 
(BPA) and they operate very 
clearly under the guidelines 
and laws that are set by BPA, 
who oversee the management 
of the entire parking industry 
and aim to protect the inter¬ 
ests of both motorists and car 
park operators alike.”

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Work under way on two more A&E units 



Builders started on Monday at Northampton General Hospital following 
the completion of the new children’s treatment area in A&E. 


Improved since inspection 


Work has started on more 
improvements to Northamp¬ 
ton General Hospital’s emer¬ 
gency department as the new 
dedicated children’s treatment 
rooms are completed. 

Builders started work on Mon¬ 
day to add a larger resuscitation 
unit, as well as a GP assessment 
unit to filter out minor cases. 
They are part of £3 milion plans 
to help NGH cope in the future 
with the huge numbers of pa¬ 
tients that have seen it miss 
treatment time targets for the 
last three months. 

And it comes after the re¬ 
cent completion of treatment 
rooms for children that were 
recommended by Care Qual¬ 
ity Commission (CQC) inspec¬ 
tors in January and which will 
ensure kids do not have to pass 
adult cubicles and see poten- 
tially-traumatic injuries. 

A spokesman for the hospi¬ 
tal said: “We have been working 
extremely hard to address the 
commission’s concerns, many 
of which we had identified be¬ 
fore the inspection. Some is¬ 
sues were quickly resolved. 
For instance, we immediately 
stopped the practice of sending 
out medicines by taxi, revised 


our ‘do not resuscitate’ forms 
and training, and ensured that 
all medical equipment was test¬ 
ed and properly labelled. 

“Other issues have taken 
longer either because they re¬ 
quire investment or because 
they are extremely complex.” 

The GP and resuscitation 
units should be finished by the 
end of this year and with final 
elements of the scheme com¬ 
pleted by about August 2015. 

CQC inspectors are due to 
visit NGH following a report, 
published in March, which 
rated it overall as ‘requires im¬ 
provement’, the third-best of 
the four possible ratings. 

NGH said yesterday it had 
made good progress on the CQC 
action plan including: 

■ Introducing dedicated chil¬ 
dren’s nurses into A&E to 
ensure 24-hour access to a Reg¬ 
istered Sick Children’s Nurse 

■ Increased access to staff 
training by giving them the 
choice of e-learning 

■ Improved end-of-life care by 
introducing new personalised 
care plans to replace the Liver¬ 
pool Care Pathway 

■ Approved a business case to 
recruit further ITU consult¬ 
ants and medical trainees. 


■ The CQC report said 
Northampton General Hos¬ 
pital needed a more suitable 
A&E department. 

■ It described A&E as the 
“bottleneck” of the hospital 
and said it did not have effec¬ 
tive direct admissions wards 
such as a dedicated GP unit. 

■ The first works phase saw 
the fracture clinic relocated 
to a new larger area, com¬ 


pleted in June. 

■ A section of the A&E de¬ 
partment now has a desig¬ 
nated area for treating chil¬ 
dren and to ensure there is 
an appropriate environment 
for them. 

■ The next phase, begun 
this week, is to create the GP

Families are being 
‘pushed to the brink' 


Nearly three homes are at 
risk of being repossessed 
in Northampton everyday, 
according to Government 
figures, making it one of the 
worst-hit areas in the East 
Midlands. 

The research, based on da¬ 
ta recorded by the Minis¬ 
try of Justice, found that in 
the past year, more than 
15,800 homes in the East Mid¬ 
lands were at risk of repos¬ 
session, the equivalent of 43 
every day. 

Nottingham was found to 
be the worst in the region with 
2,331 possession claims issued 
in county courts between July 
2013 and June 2014. 

In Northampton there 
were 952 issued. 

It makes it the seventh 
highest area in the region, 
meaning one in every 70 rent¬ 
ed or mortgaged homes were 
handed the warning in the 
past year, the first stage in a 
process which can end with 
the loss of a home. 


The homelessness charity 
Shelter is warning that sky- 
high housing costs are push¬ 
ing more families in the East 
Midlands to the brink. 

Chief executive of Shelter, 
Campbell Robb, said: “A total 
of 43 households at risk of los¬ 
ing their home every day is 43 
too many. 

“Each one ofthese will have 
had their lives turned upside 
down by this experience, as 
they faced seeing their home, 


■ Community Law Service 
Northampton and County 
said it had seen a spike in 
people requiring its advice 
after being issued posses¬ 
sion claims. 

This, coupled with rising 
rents and families being 
hit by the ‘bedroom tax’, or 
under-occupancy charge, it

Mr Robb said Shelter was 
seeing a rise in people using 
its services, adding that many 
can become homeless after 
just “one change in circum¬ 
stance”. 

“We urgently need people’s 
support so we can help more 
people in the East Midlands 
avoid the nightmare of losing 
their home,” he added.

Bullying 
fears 
for debt 
kids 

Thousands of children go 
without daily essentials and 
even face bullying as a result 
of debt problems, which af¬ 
fect 20 per cent of Northamp¬ 
ton families. 

Research by The Children’s 
Society and StepChange debt 
charity revealed more than 
5,000 Northampton families 
were trapped by debt, owing 
a total of almost £io million. 

Families in other parts of 
the county owed: Wellingbor¬ 
ough £6,686,454; South North¬ 
amptonshire £4,220,824; 
Kettering £4,805,889; Dav- 
entry £4,617,832; Corby 
£6,143,180. 

A charities spokesman 
said: “Children in families 
with problem debt are more 
likely to be unhappy and bul¬ 
lied at school because they 
don’t have the same things as 


their friends, and more than 
half say they worry about their 
family’s financial situation. 

“Nine out of 10 families in 
debt cut back on food to make 
ends meet.” 

Matthew Reed, chief exec¬ 
utive of The Children’s Society, 
said: “Families in the East Mid¬ 
lands are increasingly relying 
on debt.” 

Further analysis showed 
families with children were 
most likely to become trapped 


in a “downward spiral of bor¬ 
rowing” as they faced more 
unexpected bills and were 
less able to cope with financial 
shocks, such as redundancy. 

In a bid to end the “debt 
trap”, the charities are calling 
on the Government to devel¬ 
op a “breathing space” scheme 
to protect struggling families 
from additional charges, im¬ 
prove access to debt support 
services, and tighten restric¬ 
tions on advertising loans.

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Trader claims roadworks affect sales 


A shop owner in Northampton 
town centre says he believes 
he has lost 60 per cent of his 
trade due to roadworks being 
carried out on a busyjunction. 

Mark Butters, who runs Bang 
& Olufsen, in Derngate, North¬ 
ampton, said he had noticed a 
sharp drop in sales since work 
began at the nearby Bedford 
Road intersection with Victo¬ 
ria Promenade. 

Mr Butters said he believed 
less people were travelling to 
his store due to Derngate be¬ 
ing closed from the Victoria 
Promenade j unction to Spring 
Gardens. He said: “If people 
can’t drive somewhere then 
they don’t got there. 

“Everybody on Derngate 
has said their takings have 
been affected by the road¬ 
works.” 

Councillor Danielle Stone 
(Lab, Castle) said she believed 
the retailers should be given 


compensation for the loss of 
trade during the roadworks, 
which are scheduled to finish 
in the next couple of months. 

Councillor Stone said: “As 
the road improvement works 
are a partnership of the county 
and the borough, I suggest that 
businesses pursue a claim for 
a reduction - or suspension - 
of business rates for the year.” 

Councillor Michael Clarke, 
county council cabinet mem¬ 
ber for transport, high¬ 
ways and environment, said 
workmen had made “great 
progress” and thanked mo¬ 
torists for their patience while 
the work was taking place. 

He said: “Our aim is to com¬ 
plete the necessary works as 
early as possible and to min¬ 
imise inconvenience to road 
users.

American determined to push for Saints first-team spot

Cam Dolan is setting his sights 
on providing a real challenge 
for the Saints No.8 shirt after 
getting a taste of Franklin’s 
Gardens action for the first 
time. 

The USA forward played 40 
minutes in Saturday’s frienly 
game against Championship 
side Rotherham Titans, who 
put up a brave fight before suc¬ 
cumbing to a 33-28 defeat.
